MEETING MINUTES -- Walt Pearson, N6DZM 

General Meeting, 22 December 1982 
Seventeen members attended. No speaker was scheduled due to the holidays, so a business 
meeting was held, with the following topics discussed. 
Gary Komatsu commented on the elections--winners are to be announced next month. The 
calendar for 1983 is in the December 1982 Crosstalk. The club has asked SEA for $1000 for 
1983. Associate dues will be higher due to mailing costs. 
Bill Rodner called for members to work at the Swapmeets in 1983. An associate group will 
help with the refreshment stand--sharing of receipts will result in less money for the club. 
Details of the TRW UHF repeater, expected to be operational in mid-February, were 
discussed, 
Bill Dews stated that TRW/ARC membership is the highest in history. He reminded us that 
payment of dues is required by February, and that the club's affiliation with the ARRL 
requires that 51% of the club belong to ARRL. Bill also advised that a frequency meter and 
other equipment is available for loan to members, 
The big door prize was a 2-meter 1/4 wave antenna. 


Executive Board Meeting, 11 January 1983 
Attending were Bill Daley, Fred Garrett, Connie and Dave Gilmore, Gary Komatsu, Walt 
Pearson, Bill Rodner, and Bill Schrecengost. 
Connie Gilmore reported that 57 election ballots were received. The winners will be 
announced at the January general meeting. The other posts will be appointed by the new 
president. 
A motion was made and passed to accept the 1983 Calendar of Events. Notes in the Crosstalk 
or special announcements will confirm the dates as they approach, 
Fred Garrett reported the club treasury to be in sound condition. The club has requested 
$1000 from SEA for 1983, which should be available by 10 March. 
An antenna party is planned to be held soon. Types and locations for the antennas were 
discussed, 
Dave Gilmore advised that present passes for carrying 2-meter hand held transceivers into 
TRW buildings for emergency coordination use are good only to 31 January. Dave will contact 
TRW Property for renewal of the passes. More volunteers are needed for upcoming emergency 
drills--call Dave. 
Bill Daley reported on the LAACARC meeting with the Los Angeles Olympic Organizing 
Committee to define LAOOC needs and requirements. Each operator needs a security 
clearance and special training to participate in radio control at 14 game sites. The conditions 
do not appear to be favorable for TRW/ARC involvement. The next meeting will be the end of 
February or early March. Planning is underway for the ARRL Southwestern Division 
Convention, set for 2-4 September at the Marriott in Anaheim. 
Bill Schrecengost presented a list of Swapmeet operators. Everything went well in December 
as the associates took over operation of the refreshment stand. We need a Swapmeet 
chairman, since Bill has resigned the post. A discussion of Swapmeet operation and control of 
sellers followed. 
Bill Rodner will be the speaker at the January General Meeting.

Membership 


The year just ended was a year of great pro- 
gress for Amateur Radio. As radio amateurs 
and League members we enjoyed the first fruits 
of our years of WARC-79 labors, with the 
opening of the 10-MHz band to amateur oc- 
cupancy. We got a bill through Congress, and 
signed into law by the President, with several 
provisions of great importance for the future. 
In response to this new law we planned for the 
introduction, later this year, of volunteers into 
the functions of monitoring the bands and 
preparing and administering amateur exams; 
this will allow Amateur Radio to move forward 
without being unduly hampered by FCC 
budget cuts. 

We began to win the CATVI battle, through 
increased awareness of the problem by the 
CATV industry and with a number of cable 
systems forced to abandon channel E and 
many more forced to pay closer attention to 
their leaky distribution lines. We continued our 
support for a rational approach to possible 
biological hazards from rf energy, and fought 
to stem the tide of unrealistic regulations at the 
local and state !evel. In communities 
throughout the country, we helped protect the 
right of radio amateurs to operate without 
unreasonable restrictions on their antenna in- 
stallations and without local regulation of rf in- 
terference. 

The amateur community gained expanded 
privileges for slow-scan television, facsimile, 
digital communications and beacons, thanks in 
large part to a spirit of mutual cooperation 
with an FCC staff which, though strapped for 
funds, was sensitive and responsive to our 
needs. We beat back an industry attempt to use 
the 160-meter band for cordless telephones. We 
moved a step closer to expanded U.S. phone 
subbands, and laid the regulatory groundwork 
for AMTOR, an exciting new mode of 
radioteleprinter communication. 

Within our national organization, League 
members extended a welcome to their new 
President and new General Manager, which 
gave Vic Clark and me a tremendous boost as 
we shouldered our new responsibilities; our 
thanks go to each of you for your encourage- 
ment and support. Final plans were made for 
the January 1, 1983, introduction of a new 
section-level ARRL volunteer structure, and 
the March | debut of an enhanced relationship 
between the League and its affiliated clubs. 
Further efforts were made to strengthen the 
League organization in Canada. An important 
step toward an improved International 
Amateur Radio Union was taken with the crea- 
tion of a worldwide Administrative Council, to 
provide better representation and communica- 
tion within our worldwide federation 

Amateur Radio accomplished a great deal in 
1982, and you, the ARRL member, are respon- 
sible for the success we all have enjoyed. Take 
a bow! As a League supporter, you've earned 
it. Without you, 1982 would have been a 
chronicle of frustration and disappointment 
for radio amateurs — if there were any radio 
amateurs — because there would have been no. 


cohesive, effective national organization to 
fight for our interests. 

As a League member, you've carned 
something else: You've carned the right to ask 
your non-member friends to help you support 
Amateur Radio's only strong, national voice. 
‘The $25 annual dues rate adopted in 1981 ($20 
for those 65 and over, or 17 and under) has 
resulted in greater dues income, but the burden 
is being carried by fewer members. There is no 
further increase planned for 1983, as there was 
none in 1982; let’s use the opportunity to bring 
our ham friends and neighbors into the 
League. When questioned as to why they 
haven't joined, some non-members say, 
“Because T haven't been asked.”” Let's make 

¢ year tre asked! Some say OST 
isn't worth the money to them; let’s show them 
the League is a lot more than a magazine 
subscription! Others will cite some disagrce- 
ment with an ARRL policy or program, 
perhaps in the distant past; let's convince them 
that we have a new, fresh, responsive organiza- 
tion! None of us will find ourselves in agree- 
ment with “‘the League’? 100% of the time, but 
the good which comes from having an effective 
national organization will make most 
dissatifications seem minor by comparison if 
we keep our perspective. 

Let's cach set a personal goal for bringing 
hew members into the League, or former 
members back into the fold, in the New Year.

TIDBITS FROM THE W5YI REPORT 

Did you know that, according to FAA rules, you cannot operate--or even listen to--your handi- 
talkie on a commercial airplane? Not even the pilot can give you permission! As a matter of 
fact, the only electronic devices you can operate on a "regularly scheduled" flight are tape 
recorders, hearing aids, pacemakers, and electric shavers--which means you also cannot use a 
portable FM commercial receiver, Permission can only come from the airline, after it has 
tested your rig to see whether it will interfere with aircraft systems. 

The FCC in Norfolk, VA, sent a citation to an individual who was offering a Lafayette CB 
linear for sale at a hamfest, warning him of the penalties and prohibitions. He was directed to 
advise how he disposed of the 27-MHz linear. The citation was answered only with three 8x10 
photographs, The first showed the fellow with a sledge hammer, the second showed the 
hammer smashing into the linear, the third showed a closeup of the linear in shambles. FCC's 
Jerry Freeman said he was satisfied with the disposition and novel response! 

Congress finally passed the "Final Acts of the 1979 World Administrative Radio Conference," 
but it won't become a formal treaty obligation of the U.S. until President Reagan signs it-- 
which he still hadn't done as of the 15th of January (the W5YI press date). 


It seems that the FCC refused to issue a requested commercial callsign, WSEX--for the 
obvious reason, However, it's been pointed out that not only are many questionable callsigns 
already out there, "SEX" has already been issued to amateurs. The classic is K8SEX--located 
in Loveland, Ohio (really!), As Fred Maia (W5YI himself) observes, "I guess SEX is OK for 
amateurs." No further comment.
